Companhia  Industrial  de  Seda  e  Ramie.— 
It  was  Dr.  Francisco  port»Uft,  ffOVSraor  of  the 
state  of  Kio  de  Janeiro,  who,  seeking  to  endow 
his  smtc  with  diversified  productions,  conceded 

favors  for  the  establishment  of  the  culture  of  ramie 

and  the  use  of  its  fibres  in  the  manufacture  of  rope, 

prcking  and  sewing-thread.  This  concession  was 
grant :3  in  January*  1890.  Fulfilling  the  terms  of 
its  contract,  the  company  acquired  3,000  hectares 
of  land  at  lVleiu,  a  station  on  the  Estrada  de  l'erro 
Central  where,  besides  lands  suitable  for  such 
culture,  there  exists  a  natural  hydraulic  motor  force 
superior  to  150  horse-power. 

The  first  employment  of  the  company  was  the 
selection  of  varieties  most  productive,  and  the 
choice  fell  on  the  ramie  verde  (J3<xhmma  ttnacis- 
sima)  as  having  decided  advantages  over  all  others. 
This  variety  was  very  rare,  and  with  difficulty  and 
much  labor  there  is  to-day  under  cultivation  an  area 
of  about  25  hectares  and  there  arc  thousands  of 
shoots  for  reproduction  which,  two  years  ago,  were 
entirely  wanting. 

The  development  of  the  stalks  is  enormous,  and 
there  are  fields  in  which  their  growth  reaches  three 
and  four  meters.  The  production  is  abundant,  and 
three  cuts  a  year  are  regularly  made. 

The  company  expects  from  Europe  two  Faure 
machines  which  in  a  trial  last  September  gave  the 
best  results  in  decortication,  judged  even  then  very 
deficient. 

Kamie  is  a  dicotyledonous  plant  of  the  nettle 
family,  having  its  origin  in  the  island--  of  the  Indian 
Ocean,  where  it  develops  with  much  beauty.  Its 
fibres  are  used  for  manufacture  of  woven  fabrics, 
cords  and  similar  products  which  are  superior  to 
those  made  of  flax  and  hemp.  Fishing-nets  mac' 
of  ramie  are  far  better  than  those  made  of  any  oth 
textile,  not  only  for  tenacity  but  for  unlimited  dura- 
tion of  the  threads  of  which  they  are  composed. 

The  ramie  is  a  hardy  plant,  of  deep  roots,  pro- 
ducing abundant  steins  of  1.5  to  3  meters  high, 

The  nature  of  the  plant  and  its  mots  indicate 
thai  rich  fresh  soil,  without  being  humid  but  deeply 
cultivated,  ought  to  be  preferred.  In  grounds  well 
prepared,  the  crop  of  green  stems  reaches  35,000 
kilns  per  cut,  or  100  to  120  tons  per  year  and  for 
every  hectare,  yielding  a  large  profit  to  the  grower. 
The  life  of  the  plant  in  Brazil  is  30  years.  The 
fibres  produced  by  the  grower  are  delivered  to  the 
manufacturing  industry  which  bleaches  them  by 
the  action  of  steam,  bicarbonate  of  soda,  chlorhy- 
dric  acid  and  other  agents,  and  after  submitting 
them  to  combing,  carding  and  other  mechanical 
processes,  they  are  eventually  transformed  into 
fabrics  of  the  greatest  beauty  and  durability . 
Ramie  enters  into  the  preparation  of  products  of 
considerable  value,  competing  with  wool  and  silk, 
and  for  white  underwear  there  is  no  textile  that 
equals  it. 

Besides  the  unlimited  market  of  Europe,  the 
factories  of  textile  fabrics  already  established  here 
and  those  to  be  equipped  for  this  new  manufacture 
will  consume  enormous  quantities  of  this  precious 
textile.  The  state  of  Kio  de  Janeiro  possesses  the 
best  lands  for  the  culture  of  ramie  and  the  vast 
area  of  the  serm  afaixo,  the  margin  of  the  great 
rivers,  will  become  the  producing  center  of  untold 
riches. 

In  addition  to  the  culture  of  ramie,  the  company 
has  established  in  the  municipio  of  Ltaguahy,  the 
culture  of  the  mulberry  tree  and  the  silk-worm 
{lh>nii'ix-iiiori),  having  now  more  than  4,000  mul- 
berry trees  in  full  growth.  There  is  a  vast  estab- 
lishment for  raising  cocoons,  to  which  belong 
houjes  and  dependencies  for  all  the  help. 

Besides  the  mulberry  trees  which  exist  there,  not 
only  new  shoots  from  Italy  have  been  added,  but 
also  cocoons  of  the  best  variety  of  silk-worms. 

The  vegetation  of  the  mulberry  tree  in  Brazil  is 
so  luxuriant  that  from  six  to  eight  crops  of  cocoons 
are  obtained  annually.  While  in  Europe  costly 
nurseries  arc  necessary,  in  Brazil  excellent  trees 
are  rapidly  obtained  by  transplanting  shoots.  The 
average  crops  of  cocoons  give  a  kilo  to  1.5  kilos 
for  every  mulberry  tree  of  eight  years  of  age. 

One  of  the  concessionaries,  to  whom  the  conces- 
sion for  silk-culture  was  granted,  which  has  be- 
come the  property  of  the  company,  Captain  Luiz 
Ribeiro  de  Soma  Ke/ende,  for  more  than  20  years 
uninterruptedly,  aided  by  bis  -wife,  dedicated  him- 
self to  the  culture  of  miilbcriy  trees  and  raising  of 
silk-cocoons  in  the  then  province,  now  state,  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro.  The  experiments  of  all  that  time 
were  uniformly  successful. 

These  two  industries  not  yet  fully  developed  will 
be  of  great  future  so  soon  as  their  advantages  and 
high  agricultural  value  are  understood  They  are 
plants  that  truly  admit  of  colonization. 

The  company  was  organized  with  a  capital  of 
2,000,000$  and  has  for  its  president,  the  well- 
known  and  public-spirited  citizen,  Dr.  Pedro  Dias 
Gordilho  I'aes  Leme. 

Diversified  productions  are  an  essential  factor  in 
the  complete  development  and  future  prosperity  of 
Brazil.  The  production  of  the  two  great  staples— 
rubber  in  the  Amazon  country  and  coffee  in  the 
central  zone,  is  important,  but  it  is  more  important 
that  Brazil  should  not  put  her  sole  reliance  in  these 
ahme.  When  the  resources  of  Brazil  are  derived 
from  many  productions,  her  commercial,  and  above 
all,  her  financial  independence  will  be  assured, 

Any  enterprise,  therefore,  as  that  of  the  Com- 
panhia Industrial  de  Seda  e  Ramie,  which  adds 
new  sources  of  wealth  to  the  country,  should  be 
encouraged  and  fostered  in  every  substantial  way. 
The  two  new  productions  which  this  company  is 
adding  to  Brazil  are  the  beginnings  which  as  time 
goes  on,  may  become  as  important  as  either 
of  the  two  great  lirazilian  staples  now  is. 

Brazil  is  especially  adapted  to  the  culture 'of  silk 
and  can  compete  with  any  country  in  its  production. 
It  needs  but  proper  encouragement  to  enable  her  to 
supply  vast  amounts  of  this  precious  article  to  the 
commerce  and  manufacture  of  foreign  lands. 

With  the  experience  which  conies  from  time, 
these  two  productions  will  develop  and  will  bring 
to  Brazilian  coffers  their  valuable  returns  and 
while  they  are  returning  to  the  individual  culti- 
vators a  handsome  revenue,  they  will  be  the  means 
of  advancing  Brazil  to  that  high  station  in  the 
galaxy  of  civilized  nations  of  the  earth,  to  which 
her  vast  extent  of  territory,  her  rich  fertility  of  soil 
and  her  lavish  endowments  of  nature  entitle  her.

The  elections  which  have  recently  taken 

place  in  ibis  city  and  in  various  states  show 
an  apathy  and  indifference  on  the  part  of 
the  people  which  augurs  ill  for  the  future  of 
Brazil.  The  stability  and  prosperity  oi  a 
republic  depends  directly  upon  the  active 
and  intelligent  interest  which  its  citizens 
take  in  its  affairs,  and  in  no  other  place  is 
this  interest  better  shown  than  in  elections. 
If  tlie  better  classes  of  citizens  refuse  tc 
perform  their  civic  duties,  the  government 
is  sure  to  fall  into  mercenary  hands  and 
evil  is  sure  to  follow.  In  the  United  States 
this  has  invariably  been  the  result  in  cities 
where  the  best  citizens  have  kept  away  from 
the  polls.  In  the  senatorial  election  which 
took  place  in  this  capital  on  the  20th,  only 
one  out  of  seven  registered  voters  went  to 
the  polls,  and  the  result  was  the  election  of 
a  man  who  is  capable  of  doing  incalculable 
mischief.  It  is  a  serious  mistake  for  the 
better  classes  to  thus  surrender  their  country 
and  its  administration  into  untrustworthy 
and  inexperienced  hands.  Prosperity  will 
never  return  until  the  government  is  first 
purged  of  these  elements.  And  to  secure 
this  every  man  who  possesses  a  vote  must 
make  the  fullest  and  best  use  of  it  possible, 
No  matter  if  official  influence  and  pressure 
is  used  in  favor  of  unprincipled  candidates  ; 
no  matter  if  trickery  and  corruption  defeat 
his  efforts  ;  if  good  government  is  ever  to 
be  secured,  he  must  keep  up  the  struggle. 
Refusing  to  vote  because  the  government 
is  using  all  its  influence  and  power  against 
his  ticket,  is  cowardly  and  unpatriotic.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  the  best  element 
in  parliamentary  government  is  an  active 
and  courageous  minority  ;  it  can  do  more  to 
prevent  mischievous  legislation  and  to  de- 
feat corruption  than  all  other  agencies  com- 
bined, We  sincerely  trust  therefore  that 
the  opposition  leaders  in  Brazil  will  sus- 
pend their  suicidal  counsel  to  their  follow- 
ers to  keep  away  from  the  polls,  and  will 
use  every  effort  henceforth  to  secure  a  good 
and  courageous  minority  in  Congress.  Ti 
do  this  they  must  organize  a  national  parly 
and  their  followers  must  vote  on  every 
occasion. 


consigned  to  this  railway  have  been  com- 
pelled to  submit,  and  we  have  enough  to 
make  the  name  of  this  great  railway  a 
synonym  for  trickery,  inefficiency  and  dis- 
honesty the  whole  world  over.  In  a  short 
time  it  will  be  almost  impossible  to  find  a 
shipowner  who  will  accept  a  charter-party 
for  this  railway,  or  for  the  government  to 
which  it  belongs.  Already,  as  we  are 
informed,  the  boards  of  trade  and  shipping 
associations  in  various  parts  oi'  the  world 
are  beginning  to  take  cognizance  of  llie 
state  of  affairs  in  the  ports  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  and  Santos,  and  it  will  not  be  long 
before  we  begin  to  feel  the  effects  ol'  the 
disgraceful  incapacity  and  dishonesty  which 
is  arming  the  whole  shipping  world  against 
us.  It  is  idle  to  say  that  we  can  get  along 
without  them,  for  we  cannot.  The  "  boy- 
cott" of  these  two  ports  by  shipowners 
would  cause  incalculable  misery  and  loss  to 
the  country — and  all  this  merely  for  the 
sake  of  keeping  a  lot  ol  incapable  and  dis- 
honest officials  in  positions  of  responsibility 
and  trust.  It  is  quite  time  for  the  govern- 
ment to  consider  the  results  of  so  mistaken 
a  policy. 

THE  HOSPITAL. 

Wr  must  again  call  the  attention  ol  our 
readers  to  the  necessity  of  hurrying  forward 
their  subscriptions  for  the  Hospital  which 
the  Knglish-speaking  colony  of  this  city  has 
undertaken  to  create.  It  will  be  a  serious 
mistake  to  delay  matters  until  the  next  hot 
season,  for  there  will  then  be  incurred 
another  risk  of  not  being  ready  lor  an  emer- 
gency. The  association  has  in  its  posses- 
sion a  most  desirable  property,  and  is  now 
engaged  in  reconstructing  and  enlarging  the 
building,  in  obtaining  gas  and  water,  and 
in  improving  the  approaches  to  the  building 
and  adjacent  grounds.  The  monev  re- 
ceived thus  far  wilt  barely  be  sufficient  for 
these  purposes,  leaving  nothing  for  furnish- 
ing the  hospital  and  meeting  the  preliminary 
expenses  of  obtaining  physicians,  nurses 
and  attendants.  All  tiiese  standing  charges 
should  be  provided  for  at  once  so  that  the 
association  may  feel  secure  in  bringing  out 
a  staff  of  nurses  soon  in  order  to  acclimate 
them  before  the  next  hot  season  begins. 
It  is  expected  that  the  building  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  not  later  than 
June,  and  it  is  most  desirable  that  it  .shall 
be  effectively  opened  without  a  moment's 
delav.  The  terrible  experiences  oi  the 
season  just  closing  show  how  necessary  it  is 
for  us  to  have  a  properly  equipped  hospital 
in  this  city,  and  now  that  all  the  preliminary 
steps  have  been  taken  and  the  principal 
expenses  met,  it  will  be  a  serious  mistake  to 
let  the  undertaking  fail  for  the  want  of  a 
little  more  monev.  There  are  still  a  great 
many  Americans  and  Englishmen  in  llio 
who  have  not  subscribed  lor  this  hospital, 
and  as  the  money  is  now  urgently  needed 
we  cannot  impress  upon  them  too  strongly 
the  desirability  of  sending  in  their  contri- 
butions without  further  delay,  As  it  is 
impossible  for  the  treasurer  to  personally 
solicit  contributions,  we  trust  that  our 
friends  will  send  in  their  subscriptions  at 
the  earliest  moment  possible,  either  to  him 
or  to  one  ol  tile  directors.  We  shall  always 
be  glad  to  give  information  and  In  receive 
subscriptions  at  this  office. 
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Although  every  effort  to  secure  belter 
service  on  the  Central  railway  have  thus  far 
been  fruitless,  we  consider  it  a  duty  to  con- 
tinue making  reclamations  to  the  end. 
How  far  the  merchants  of  this  city  and  the 
trade  of  this  port  have  been  prejudiced  by 
the  bad  management  of  this  railway,  no  one 
can  compute,  but  surely  no  one  will  under- 
take to  deny  that  the  losses  have  been 
enormous  and  the  discredit  incalculable. 
Not  only  has  the  road  failed  to  carry  away 
the  merchandise  offered  for  interior  desti- 
nations, to  the  loss  of  both  shipper  and 
consignee,  but  it  has  permitted  enormous 
thefts  and  irregularities  in  its  service,  it  ha: 
refused  to  be  held  responsible  for  the  loss 
of  merchandise  through  the  neglect  an  ' 
dishonesty  of  its  own  employes,  it  has  held 
back  enormous  quantities  of  machinery  and 
material  for  up-country  railways  and  indus- 
trial enterprises,  and  it  has  continued  to 
occupy  a  considerable  part  of  the  lighters 
of  this  port  with  material  and  merchandise 
of  its  own,  to  the  serious  prejudice  of  com- 
merce and  the  discredit  of  the  port.  There 
is  not  a  commercial  nation  in  the  world 
which  would  have  permitted  such  an  abuse 
of  power.  Add  to  this  the  tricks  and  op- 
pressive   requirements   to   which    the  ships 
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riic  31  survivors  of  the  ill-fated 
lirndford  emigrants  numbering  more 
families-- who  thirteen  months  ngn  left  1 
for  Brazil,  presented  a  truly  pitiable  np| 
the  passengers  and  officials  who  flocked  round  them 
at  the  Esclmnge  Station  yesterday.  The  story  they 
mid  was  one  of  hardship  and  privation  —  semi, 
starvation  conducing  10  swamp  lever  and  death. 
All  the  rest  of  llie  100  families  liave  perished  in  the 
land  which  they  had  been  told  "  flowed  with  milk 
ami  honey  "  —  where,  as  ihe  specious  emigration 
agent  assured  them,  work  was  plentiful  nnd  wages 
hie.h.  Some  of  them  obtained  employment— one 
man  assured  our  representative  lie  had  worked  lor 
five  months,  but  never  received  a  penny  of  wages, 
The  whole  of  the  party  subsisted  by  begging  - 
devouring  In  their  hunger  the  roots  of  plants  and 
trees.  The  brutality  of  the  Brazilian  soldierv  is 
said  to  have  been  akin  to  the  horrible.  One  of 
the  men  at  the  (Exchange  Station  showed  the  mark 
of  a  sword-cut  near  his  eye  obtained  in  defending 
his  mother  from  violence.  Another  was  run 
through  the  hand  by  n  native  policeman,  who  was 
caught  assaulting  a  chl  11  years  old,  nnd  thus  re- 
sented Ihe  interference  of  the  father.  Most  of  the 
returned  emigrants  showed  traces  of  ihe  terrible 
swamp  fever  in  their  haggard,  pinched  faces  and 
shoit  hair.  Their  destitute,  half-starved  appear- 
ance evoked  the  spontaneous  sympathy  of  passengers 
and  officials  alike,  ami  after  being  plentifully  supplied 
with  food  at  the  station  cocoa-rooms,  and  cheered 
hy  the  sympathy  nnd  generous  contributions  given 
to  them,  they  departed  for  their  former  homes. 

lames  Allen,  late  ol  17,  Birkshall-street,  Brad- 
ford, a  most  Intelligent  middle-aged  man,  and 
a  leader  of  the  party,  who  had  made  most  careful 
memoranda  of  their  experiences,  in  the  course  of 
an  interview  told  a  la'e  of  which  the  following  are 
the  main  outlines  :  —  Marly  last  year  advertisements 
in  the  local  papers  mid  ihe  representations  of  an 
emigration  agent  that  the  Brazilian  government 
would  pay  their  passages  horn  Liverpool  to  Riode 
Janeiro,  and  on  their  arrival  place  them  on  gov- 
ernment laud,  with  a  house  for  each  family,  food 
lor  sin  months,  seed  for  two  crops,  and  toots  to 
work  with,  with  other  advantages,  induced  about 
140  men,  women,  and  children  in  the  district  of 
IJradlord  to  go  out  on  llie  terms  stated.  They  were 
despatched  in  three  vessels,  Allen,  Ids  family,  and 
friends  going  out  in  ihe  steamship  Ataucama  and 
arriving  at  Kio  about  the  end  of  March,  from  that 
time  their  record  is  one  grim  succession  of  terrible 
privation,  disease,  spoliation,  and  ill-treat  111  ent, 
from  which  the  following  instances  may  servo  as 
samples  :  —  Immediately  on  landing  they  were 
subjected  to  a  fourteen  hours'  fast,  and  then  the 
foud  supplied  was  of  such  a  character  that  they 
could  not  eat  it.  They  were  then  conveyed  to  Sail 
I'aulo  and  kept  there  eight  days,  and  as  many  as 
200  persons  of  all  nationalities  were  herded  together 
to  sleep  in  one  large  room,  without  respect  to  sex. 
The  treatment  lliey  received  Ironi  the  police  there 
was  most  cruel.  Their  next  move  was  to  Santos, 
where  they  were  kept  ten  days.  At  these  places 
they  met  other  contingents  from  home,  till  the 
whole  party  of  Bradford  people  numbered  140. 
Had  as  their  Irealment  had  hitherto  been,  at 
Santos  they  were  put  on  board  a  small  river  steamer 
togolo  I'aranagua.  They  were  on  board  twenty- 
four  hours  without  food,  and  liien  all  they  got  were 
hard  crusts  of  bread,  mostly  uneatable,  Tiny  re- 
mained without  shelter  on  deck  lor  four  days  and 
three  nights  in  pouring  rain.  After  gelling  on 
shore  again  they  were  bilged  in  half  ruined  shanties 
without  doors  or  windows,  and  surrounded  jby 
foully  smelling  filth  in  which  lliey  sank  to  the 
knees.  The  fo.nl,  however,  was  a  trifle  heller.  At 
this  place  were  about  150  Poles,  a  disturbance  broke 
out  between  them,  and  the  police  and  llie  latter 
nl tacked  all  indiscriminately,  ami  several  of  the 
party  were  hint.  Five  children  of  the  parly  died 
here.  They  staved  there  four  weeks,  and  llien  were 
taken  to  Kio  Negro,  where  at  ihe  "Home"  they 
were  herded  wilh  Poles,  Portuguese,  and  Germans, 
but  ultimately  got  a  place  to  themselves.  Here 
they  were  olTcreil  work  at  road  making  at  one 
milreis,  equal  lo  about  lid,  per  day,  but  there  were 
about  300  Poles  engaged  On  ihe  work,    who    would

CIGARETTE  SMOKING. 

The  late  Sir  Morel t  Mackenzie  strongly  objected 
10  llie  cigarette,  lie  says  that  this  form  of  smok- 
ing is  "the  worst  form  of  indulgence,  from  the 
faci  that  the  very  mildness  of  its  action  tempts 
people  10  smoke  nearly  all  day  long,  and  by  inhal- 
jng  tlie  fumes  into  their  lungs  saturate  their  blond 
willi  ihe  poison.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  thai 
there  are  two  bad  qualities  contained  in  the  fumes 
ol  lubacco.  One  is  poisonous  nicotine,  the  oilier 
Ihe  high  temperature  of  the  burning  tobacco. 
Most  people,  however,  can  smoke  in  moderation 
without  injury  ;  to  many  tobacco  acts  as  a  useful 
nerve  sedative;  but,  on  Hie  other  hand,  an  cx- 
ces-ive  indulgence  in  the  habit  is  always  injurious." 

To  anyone  who  finds  total  abstinence  from 
tobacco  too  heroic  a  stretch  of  virtue,  Sir  Morell 
said;  "Let  him  smoke  only  after  a  substantial 
meal.  Let  him  smoke  a  mild  Havanna  or  a  long- 
stemmed  pipe  charged  with  some  cool-smoking 
lohacco.  If  the  charms  of  the  cigarette  are  irre- 
sistible, let  it  be  smoked  through  a  mouthpiece 
which  is  kept  clean  with  ultra-Mahominednn  strict- 
ness. Let  him  refrain  from  smoking  pipe,  cigar, 
or  cigarette  to  the  bitter  and,  it  may  be  added, 
rank  and  oily  end.  "

RETURN  OF  BRAZILIAN  EMIGRANTS 
Yesterday  ihe  Pacific  steamer  IJguria  arrived  in 
the  Mersey,  and  landed  a  party  ol  emigrants 
returned  from  the  llra/ils,  mostly  consisting  ol 
wiiluws  and  children  belonging  to  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Bradford  and  Manchester.  Under  an 
organised  scheme  some  lime  ago  a  large  number  of 
families  emigrated  lo  the  brazils  in  consequence  ol 
the  glowing  accounts  of  the  conditions  of  life  there, 
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outbreak  of  fever  which  soon  be 
numbers.  Forty-seven  were  down  at  one  lime; 
they  had  no  doctor  for  live  weeks,  and  when  he 
came  he  was  either  wholly  indifferent  or  culpably 
ignorant.  Food  was  poor  and  indifferent,  and 
Ihe  whole  parly  were  so  weak  that  they  could  not 
bury  their  dead,  and  had  to  part  wilh  some  of 
their  possessions  in  order  to  gel  others  to  do  the 
last  office.  They  had  lo  slay  si\  or  seven  weeks 
at  this  place,  ami  then  they  had  to  carry  their  few 
remaining  effects  a  distance  of  20  miles.  Ultimately 
Ihey  got  back  to  Rio.  There  they  were  asked  il 
they  would  go  to  another  colony  50  miles  off. 
Nine  ol  Ihe  parly  went  to  examine  11,  and  said 
lliey  would  go.  The  authorities  said  they  would 
send  them  in  a  day  or  two,  bul  a  mouth  passed, 
and  then  a  force  of  police  drove  them  out  erf  the 
place,  and  they  had  to  tramp  90  miles  to  another 
place,  which  took  them  14  days.  Ultimately  they 
were  so  reduced  that  they  had  to  beg  their  way, 
and  slept  out  011  the  wet  ground.  And  so  llie 
dismal  wanderings  continued  from  town  to  town. 
One  passage  was  by  boat,  where  there  were  some 
drunken  soldier.-  on  board,  who  assaulted  their 
women.  The  crew  were  as  bad  as  the  soldiers,  and 
it  was  only  the  intervention  of  ihe  chief  engineer, 
an  Englishman,  that  prevented  serious  mischief.

—The  S.  Paulo  senate  has  voted  in  3rd  discus- 
sion  a  bill  granting  a  subsidy  of  200,000$  to  a 
navigation  company  for  carrying  food  products  from  , 
the   southern   part  of   the   state   to  the    port    of 
Santos, 

—A  telegram  from  Bahia  dated  on  the  20th  states 
that  the  prisoners  at  Porto  Seguro  attempted  to 
break  jail.  A  fight  ensued  with  the  guard,  in 
which  one  of  the  prisoners  was  killed  and  six 
wounded. 

—Dr.  Barbosa  Lima,  the  recemly-elected  gover- 
nor of  Pernambuco,  arrived  at  the  state  capital  on 
the  19th.  A  great  fuss  was  made  over  him,  and  of 
course  our  pet,  Martins  Jr.,  had  a  few  remarks  to 
make  on  so  conspicuous  an  occasion. 

—A  musician  of  the  S.  Paulo  police  was  killed 
on  the  18th  by  an  ensign,  who,  it  is  stated,  was 
intoxicated  when  he  committed  the  crime.  The 
murderer  used  his  sword  and  pursued  his  victim 
into  the  street,  where  the  man  died. 

—It  is  reported  from  the  southern  states  that 
fevers  still  continue  a'ong  the  coast.  New  cases 
have  appeared  at  P'ranagua.  The  Parana  legis- 
lature has  resolved  to  ask  the  federal  congress  for 
assistance  to  stamp  out  the  epidemic,  instead  of 
going  at  it  themselves. 


On  the  1 6th  inst.  at  Ponta  Nova,  about  twenty 
miles  from  Theresopolis,  in  the  state  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  two  men  were  killed  and  another  wounded 
by  gypsies. 

—The  people  of  the  comarcas  of  Rio  Verde  and 
Coxim,  in  the  state  of  Goyaz,  says  the  Gaseta  de 
Ubcraba,  wish  those  comarcas  to  be  annexed  to  the 
state  of  Minas  Geraes . 

—The  surgeon  of  the  steamer  Advance  was  left 
ill  of  yellow  fever  at  Pari.  Dr.  Pontes  Carvalho 
has  been  contracted  to  take  his  place,  the  company 
paying  him/80  a  month  and  his  hotel  bill  in  New 
York  and  a  free  return  passage. 

—A  telegram  of  the  20th  inst.  from  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul  says  that  Silveira  Martins  declines  to  be  a 
candidate'for  congress  and  that  the  candidates  will 
be  Maciel,  Adriano  Ribeiro  and  either  Silva  Tavares 
or  Bittencourt. 

—A  telegram  ofthe  21st  from  Porto  Alegre  says 
that  both  Gen.  Floriano  Peixoto  and  Gen.  Bernardo 
Vasques  have  promised  Gov.  Barreto  Leite  their 
cordial  support  in  maintaining  order  in  the  state  of 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

—The  Pravincia  do  Paid  caps  a  complaint 
against  the  gas  company  of  that  city  by  accusing 
it  of  being  "always  splenetic,  always  phlegmatic, 
always  English."  Perhaps  something  Belgian,  or 
something  Brazilian, would  suit  "Ca&Ptovincia better, 
—The  journals  of  Itaqui,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  say 
that  near  the  town  of  S.  Francisco  de  Assis,  two 
headless  corpses  have  been  found  at  one  place  and 
sixteen  at  another.  It  is  supposed  that  the  murders 
were  committed  by  a  band  of  malefactors  under  the 
lead  of  a  negro  of  the  name  of  Galvao. 

—Dr.  Harms  Cassal  has  retired  from  the  govern- 
orship of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  and  Gen,  Barreto 
Leite  has  resumed  his  place,  from  which  he  had 
absented  himself  on  account  of  bad  health.  This 
change  is  said  to  be  due  to  the  discontent  caused  by 
the  reported  intention  of  the  acting  governor  to 
postpone  for  the  third  time  the  election  of  the  con- 
stitutional convention. 

—The  state  elections  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  on 
Sunday  seem  to  have  passed  off  quietly,  very  few 
people  voting.  The  opposition,  as  usual,  remained 
at  home  and  "didn't  play."  The  rc.ums  indicate 
the  election  of  the  official  ticket :  -Dr.  Porciuncula, 
president  ;  Dr.  Martins  Torres,  1st  vice-president, 
Ba'au  de  Miracema,  2nd  vice-president  ;  and  Sr. 
Mauricio  de  Abreu,  3rd  vice-president. 

—The  governor  of  Amazonas  has  given  orders 
to  his  chief  of  police  to  adopt  the  severest  measures 
for  punishing  with  utmost  rigor  of  the  law  "  lying 
speculators,  enemies  of  their  country  and  of  the 
republic,"  who  circulate  "  alarming  reports  in  re- 
gard to  the  stability  of  the  institutions  and  of  the 
federal  government."  Pardall  Mallet  will  have  to 
restrain  himself  when  lie  reaches  Manaos. 

—Brazilian  telegraphic  news  is  getting  mighty 
uncertain,  to  say  the  least.  Although  we  are  as- 
sured that  the  Pernambuco  will  await  the  Alagoas 
before  going  up  the  Amazonas  with  her  politicrl 
prisoners,  a  Para  telegram  of  the  23rd  says  that  she 
would  probably  leave  the  next  day  for  T'batingn 
where  the  river  boats  will  receive  the  prisoners  for 
other  points.  In  the  first  place  the  Pernambuco 
can  not  go  as  far  up  as  Tahatinga,  and,  in  the 
second  place,  to  send  the  Cucuhy  and  S,  Joaquim 
prisoners  to  Tahatinga  for  transfer  would  be  sheer 
idiocy.  Why  do  not  Brazilians  study  the  geography 
:  of  their  own  country  ? 

I  —In  S.  Paulo  on  the  nth  inst.,  the  solicitor  of 
the  republic  applied  to  the  sectional  judge  for  the 
prosecution  of  30  persons,  whom  he  accuses  of  a 
plot  to  depose  the  president  of  the  state ,  The  con- 
spirators, he  says,  had  raised  about  500,000$  for 
corrupting  the  troops,  hiring  roughs  and  contract- 
ing mercenaries  in  the  foreign  colonies.  They 
succeeded,  he  alleges,  in  bribing  Capt.  Alfredo 
Cardoso,  promising  him  30,000$,  of  which  10,000$ 
were  paid  in  cash.  The  revolution  was  to  break 
out  on  the  27th  ult.  at  5  o'clock  a.m.,  and  the  con- 
spirators were  to  cut  the  telegraph  and  telephone 
lines  and  interrupt  railway  communication.  An 
armed  force  was  to  march  from  Villa  Mariana  and, 
after  being  joined  by  soldiers  of  the  7th  battalion  of 
infantrv  ami  policemen,  advance  on  the  president's 
official  residence.  The  plan  was  frustrated  by  the 
arrest  of  Lieut.  Faria  Leite,  who  was  to  take  pos- 


cv,dence   given  by  Mr.    Mawson  on   ihe   19th 
regard  to  the  affairs  of  the  Companhia  Genii   was 
very  important. 

-The  March  traffic  receipts  or  the  Leopoldjna 
railway  were  1,165,3681904.  of  which  476,338^80 
from  passengers,  o73,S52$32o  from  goods  and 
107,8091784  from  interest  guarantees. 

—Six  cases  of  merchandise  shipped  on  Dec.  1st 
by  Messrs.  John  Moore  &  Co.  to  ihe  Companhia 
ImportadoraPnuhsta  by  the  Central  railway  had 
not  up  ihe  25th  ult.  reached  the  consignee. 

—Why  is  it  not  possible  for  the  Central  railway 
to  improve  and  augment  its  facilities  for  receiving 
tticommendaSt  One  office  and  one  dispatch  clerk  is 
hardly  sufficient,  now  that  ihe  freight  uaffic  of  that 
line  is  being  diverted  to  parcels  traffic.  We  have 
known  it  to  lake  half  a  day  for  the  dispatch  of  a 
small  parcel.  It  is  no  credit  to  the  government, 
nor  to  ihe  intelligence  of  the  director,  that  such  a 
stale  nf  affairs  should  exist. 

—The  minister  of  agriculture  in  refusing,  for  the 
second  time,  the  application  of  the  Eslreito  and 
S.  Francisco  to  Chopim  railway  company  for 
authority  to  raise  a  loan,  says  that  the  guaranteed 
interest  is  upon  a  capital  of  30,000$  per  kilometre 
fixed &r\A  recognised  as  requisite  by  the  government, 
and  that  the  company  lias  neither  surveys,  submitted 
nor  estimated,  as  yet  approved  by  the  government. 
Even  when  these  formalities  are  satisfied  the 
company  can  not  raise  more  than  sufficient  money, 
on  loan,  to  meet  one  year's  expenditure,  and  this 
also  with  the  consent  ofthe  government,  For  these 
and  olher  reasons,  the  minister  refuses  the 
application. 

—On  the  22nd  the  council  of  the  Civil  and 
Criminal  Tribunal  accepted  the  appeal  of  the  Leo- 
poldina  railway  and  the  Banco  dededito  Universal 
against  the  decision  of  Judge  Salvador  Muniz, 
ordering  the  assets  of  the  appellants  to  be  included 
in  the  bankrupt  estaie  ol  the  Geral  company.  This 
decision  was  expected  as  regards  the  Leopoldina, 
for  the  matured  interest  011  debentures  of  the  com- 
pany was  not  paid,  and  many  holders  of  these 
debentures  were  protesting  against  the  delay. 
Although  by  this  decision  the  property  ol  the  share- 
holders in  the  Geral  becomes  reduced  to  almost 
zero,  the  debentures  which  were  sold  on  the  21st  at 
about  3$50o  jumped  to  6^500  !

—The  custom-house  was  closed  on  the  20th  on 
account  of  the  election  and  on  the  21st  on  account 
ol  the  celebration  of  the  day  on  which  Tiradentes 
was  executed. 

—On  the  22nd  the  police  discovered  the  missing 
book  of  the  Geral  company  in  the  possession  of  an 
employe"  of  the  Leopoldina  railway  c  unpany,  who 
has  been  called  up  to  explain  how  he  came  by  the 
book. 

—A  local  colleague  says  washing  the  head  with 
soda-water  will  cure  headache.  We  did  not  know 
that  the  remedy  could  be  applied  externally,  but 
soda-water  taken  internally  has  cured  many  an 
aching  head— the  day  alter  .   .  . 

—A  servant  in  the  post-office  was  caught  "  red- 
handed"  at  3  a.m.  on  the  24th.  He  had  secured 
three  registered  letters  Irom  one  of  the  bags  ready 
for  transmission.

—Art.  114  of  the  "  newest  "  conslitutu 
state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  declares  that  no  elector  can 
be  arrested  30  days  before,  nor  30  days  after,  an 
election,  save  in  ftagtanti  delicto.  This  is  the 
gayest  old  constitution  we  ever  heard  of.  Nictheroy 
will  soon  be  a  paradise  for  thieves  and  cutthroats. 
—On  the  igtll  Inst,  a  man  was  arrested  for 
carrying  a  quantity  of  earn*  seta  whose  origin  he 
was  unable  to  explain.  We  hope  this  does  not 
establish  a  precedent.  There  are  many  food  pro- 
ducts for  whose  origin  we  should  not  like  to 
attempt  to  account. 

—The  Gaztla  de  Tarde  called  attention  to  llie 
lact  a  few  days  ago  that  Sr.  Ruy  Barbosa  who  had 
applied  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  writs  ol  habeas 
corpus  in  behalf  of  the  recently  banished  men.was  a 
member  ol  the  government  that  banished  Sr. Alfonso 
Celso  ami  others,  and  decided  that  the  court  had  no 
jurisdiction. 

—The  election  for  senator  to  represent  the 
federal  municipality  held  on  the  2oth  was  a  pure 
farce,  There  are  about  28,000  electors  registered 
in  the  municipality  and  only  about  3,600  voles  weie 
cast.  Sr.  Arislides  da  Silveira  Lolio  was  elected 
by  2,149  voles>  against  977  cast  for  Bar&o  de 
Ladario. 

—The  governor  of  Bahia  thought  thai  the  pro- 
ceeds of  land  measured  and  sold  by  the  Docns  and 
Melhoramentos  company,  in  that  state,  should 
properly  be  paid  into  the  slate,  and  not  into  the 
federal  treasury.  The  minister  of  agriculture  in- 
formed the  governor  on  the  ]6lh  that  he  did  not  see 
the  question  in  the  same  light. 

—There  was  not  much  fuss  on  the  aist  over 
'< Tiradentes  "  after  all.  The  "Dentists"  bat- 
talion paraded  and  the  government  sent  the  24th 
infantry  battalion  10  help  the  show.

—It  is  staled  that  Barrio  de  Aguinr  de  Aiulraile 
will  be  sent  on  a  special  mission  to  the  United 
States.  His  mission  is  supposed  lo  refer  to  the 
reciprocity  treaty  and  to  the  boundary  question  with 
Argentina, 

—It  is  said  that  the  government  has  permitted 
the  Companliia  Agricola  de  Campos  to  relinquish 
guarantee  of  interest  on  the  capital  employed  in  the 
Ayrizes  central  sugar  mill  and  to  modify  the  Bar- 
cellos  mill. 

—  Dr.  Francisco  I'ortella,  late  governor  of  the 
slate  ol  Rio  de  Janeiro,  one  of  llie  parties  impli- 
cated in  the  sedition,  presented  himself  to  the 
minister  of  justice  on  the  22nd,  and  was  sent  to 
Fort  S.  Joao. 

—On  the  22nd  a  number  of  workmen  of  the 
Companliia  Cunstmceoes  Urbanas  went  to  the  4th 
police  delegate  and  asked  hi  in  to  obtain  from  the 
company  the  payment  of  their  wages.  They 
threatened  to  strike  if  they  are  not  paid. 

— Congratulations  and  adhesions  still  continue  to 
come  in  from  the  provinces,  m  spile  of  the  ex- 
perience of  last  November.  It  is  simply  disheart- 
ening  to  think  what  ihe  consequences  would  be 
were  the  Deodoro  faction  to  win  the  next  trick. 

—The  Pais  publishes  the  report  lhatthe  govern- 
ment intends  lo  issue  on  the  13th  prox.  a  decree 
(■ranting  amnesty  to  the  political  prisoners  confined 
in  the  forts  in  this  harbor  and  banished  to  the  stale 
of  Aniazmias.  If  it  does,  it  will  deserve  to  he 
overthrown  next  time. 

—According  to  the  telegrams  recently  published 
here,  the  stale  of  Mai  to  Grosso  has  assumed  great 
prominence  in  London  circles,  As  the  Brazilians 
themselves  know  Utile  of  this  wilderness,  what  can 
London  know  about  it?  The  Argentine  finger  is 
clearly  in  this  Matto  Grosso  pie. 

—We  are  glad  to  say  that  the  death-rate  from 
yellow-fever  continues  to  steadily  decrease,  the 
deaths  on  the  23rd  being  only  6.  Should  the 
rains  and  cool  weather  continue  we  shall  soon  see 
the  last  of  what  has  been  one  of  llie  worst  epidemics 
experienced  in  tins  ciiy  for  many  years. 

—A  row  between  the  national  guards  and  police 
took  place  at  the  Sant  'Anna  barracks  on  Sunday. 
Firearms  were  used  and  a  number  of  individuals 
were  wounded.  It  is  ingenuously  slated  in  the 
Jornal  that  a  large  number  of  national  guards  had 
to  conceal  themselves  to  escape  being  made 
victims. 

—  0  Temfio  suggests,  as  a  means  of  stimulating 
the  electors  of  Rio  to  exercise  their  divine  preroga- 
live,  that  at  each  election  station  pools  be  sold  for 
the  'respective  candidates,  and  that  the  sale  ol  these 
pools  be  restricted  lo  men  who  can  prove  that  they 
have  cast  their  voles.  It  is  possible  that  some 
such  scheme  would  succeed,  although  we  doubt  it. 

—  Malicious  Tempo/  Our  colleague  says  the 
S.  Paulo  political  prisoners  were  so  well  treated  liy 
the  authorities  at  the  police  barracks,  that  after 
their  discharge  by  the  Supreme  Court,  they 
returned  at  night  to  the  barracks !  It  reminds  one 
of  the  man  who,  just  discharged  from  prison,  stole 
some  insignificant  article  thai  he  might  he  '  sent 
up"  again. 

—  President  Floriano  Peixolo  issued  decrees  on 
the  2ist  inst.  granting  amnesty  to  the  revolt!- 
lionists  of  Campanlia,  Vicosa  and  S.  laulo.  In 
the  preambles  of  these  decrees  he  says  thai  ru>ht  to 
issue  them  is  derived  from  the  extraordinary  powers 
conferred  upon  him  by  congress  in  the  motions 
voted  in  the  Senate  and  Chamber  of  Deputies  on 
Jan.  2ist.  It  is  a  strange  use  to  make  ol  an 
ordinary  congressional  resolution,  surely  ! 

—On  the  22ud,  Judge  Dodsworth  ol  the  criminal 
court  ordered  ihe  arrest  ot  Dr.  Miguel  Vieira  Fer- 
reira,  pastor  of  the  Brazilian  evangelical  church 
here  who  was  indicted  by  the  public  prosecutor  lor 
having  used  his  influence  to  induce  the  man  who 
committed  the  act,  to  destroy  the  figure  ol  Christ 
in  the  jury-room.  This  is  an  illustration  of  the 
value  of  that  provision  in  the  constitution  which 
disestablishes  the  Catholic  church  and  guarantees 
full  religious  liberty  and  equably.

As  a  consequence  ot  high  freight 
per  steamer,  the  old  system  uf  shipping  by  sailing  ship  has 
been  resorted  to,  and  we  believe  that  quite  a  dozen  vessels  are 
afloat  with  about  100,000  ba^s  of  Santos  coffee,  principally  for 
Knrope.  The  fears  that  were  entertained  that  shipments 
might  be  interfered  with,  on  account  of  yellow  fever,  have  not 
been  realized,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  quantities  shipped 
from  Santos  have  been  011  a  large  scale,  amounting  from 
Ih.cembei  to  February  10865,01-1  bjiijs  f>r  Europe  and  330,030 
hags  inr  the  United  Slates.  The  crop  estimates  recently  re- 
ceived  are  still  contradictory,  both  as  regards  the  present  and 
next  crops,  the  lowest  for  log  •  -113  being  1, 000,000— 3, vjo, 000 
l:,-s  for  Rio,  and  3,2io,«o>  bags  n,r  .Santos. 

Business  with  Rio  on  cost  and  freight  terms  is  still  difficult, 
owing  to  the  continued  strong  demand  from  the  United  Slates, 

but  uf  Santos  considerate  sales  have  been  made,  good 
average  at  b$s-6<)s  td,  middling  about  66j— 671  and  fair 
average  65*— Sfif.  per  cwt.  The  demand  upon  quay  terms 
lias  been  slow,  and  prices  of  Rio  have  beeir  fairly  maintained, 
bui  fur  Santos,  except  for  the  best  descriptions,  lower  rates 
have  had  lo  be  accepted.
